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OBAMA HEADING BACK TO SPRINGFIELD, WHERE CAMPAIGN BEGAN 



Barack Obama wili appear Saturday in Springfield and could announce his running mate, mct

SPRINGFIELD Amid growing speculation on his 
choice of a running mate. Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate Barack Obama plans a return to the 
city where he launched his campaign. 

Obama^s campaign said lijcsday he plans an 
appearance Saturday in Springfield, where he 
kicked off his bid earlv last year in front of the 
former Capitol where Abraham Lincoln once 
served. 

Obama likely will have made his choice of run- 
ning mate by the time he returns to Springfield. 
I'liere was no word luesday on whether his pick 
will appear with him. Lhc Obama campaign 
remained in a near blackout for information 
about his decision and when exactly it will be 
announced. 

Those believed to be on his short list also were 
keeping mum. Kansas Gov. Kathleen Sebelius, 
rumored as a possible choice, professed no inside 
knowledge of when word would come. 

Obama addressed the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars in Orlando on luesday morning and didn’t 
reveal his choice. But some political observers 
think Sen. Joseph Biden of Delaware, the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee chairman^ could 
have the edge. In Orlando, Obama called him 
*‘my friend Sen. Joe Biden” and praised him for 
proposing an additional Si billion of reconstruc- 
tion projects in the Republic of Georgia after 
the Russian invasion. 

I'hen Obama headed off for a bus tour of 
North Carolina and Virginia to discuss economic 
issues through Wednesday, leaving his schedule 
open at the end of the week for an announce- 
ment. The Democratic National Convention is 
set to begin Monday. 

In Warren, Mich., on luesday Sebelius wouldn’t 
say if she expects to be chosen and said she doesn’t 
know the timetable for naming Obama’s choice. 
*1 think a week from tomorrow we will all know,” 
she said. 


Only Obama, his wife, Michelle, a handful of his 
most senior advisers and his t%vo-member search 
committee know for certain who has been vetted 
and discussed. Staffers were already in place to aid 
Obama’s pick, including more than a dozen sea- 
soned operatives who have set up shop in a sec- 
tion of the campaign’s Chicago headquarters. 

Campaign manager David Plouffe has said that 
Obama supporters would receive first word of 
Obama’s decision through a mass text message, 
but otherwise the team has revealed little about 


what CO expect. Historically, presidential tick- 
ets then tour battleground states to maximize 
media exposure, and Obama is expected to do 
the same. 

A similar decision looms for Republican presi- 
dential candidate John McCain. In hopes of grab- 
bing the post-convention spotlight from Obama, 
McCain is considering naming his running mate in 
the few^ days betw-ecn when the time Democrats

Family, friends and colleagues remember slain Chicago officer

As Rev Dcinald Kevins brought the funeral 
mass of Chicago Police Detective Robert 
Soto to a close liiestiay; the quiet was inter- 
rupted by a police car^s blaring siren ^ a fit- 
ting punctuation to a ser\ 4 ce honoring the 
23 -year veteran slain last week. 

Police officers in formal dress, includ- 
ing Supt. Jody Weis, and Soto’s friends 
and family members filled the pews of St. 
Francis of Assisi Church on the Near West 
Side to pay tribute to Soto’s service and 
easygoing spirit. 

Soto, 49, w^as off duty when he was shot 
and killed last week along with his friend 
Kathryn Romberg, 45, a supervisor with 
the Illinois Department of Children and 
Family Services, in what police have called 
an armed robber}': Soto was the second 
Chicago officer slain this summer 

“Bobby %vas a man of courage, convic- 
tion, strength and compassion," Sotn^s 
brother-in-law Robert (ialvan said. “He 


was taken away from us too soon." 

“It’s a stark reminder of the violence that 
all pt)Lice officers face ever}' day, a reminder 
of the evil that still exists in this city and 
this society," Weis said before the mass. 
“There’s no way that Officer Soto lost his 
life in vain. It makes the officers of this 
department want to work even harder to 
make sure our city is safe and that our citi- 
zens are protected." 

Galvan described Soto as modest and 
good-natured, remembering how he once 
laughed his way through a broken ankle, 
cracking jokes until the ambulance arrived. 
He also spoke of how Soto enjoyed using 
his backward for Hawaiian luaus and New 
Year’s Hve parties for his family. 

“Pie had this loutl, deep laugh that would 
make everyone laugh along with him, even 
if they didn’t know what they were laugh- 
ing about," Galvan said. 

Outside the ser^dee, officers who had 
worked with Soto said he would play prac- 


tical jokes and trj' to keep spirits high in the 
face of a difficult job. 

“He never brought baggage to work, 
he was always in a good mood," said Sgt. 
Ruben Ramirez, who worked in the same 
district as Soto in the mid-1990s. “Pie was 
someone you always wanted to hang around 
because he was always positive.’’ 

Denise Pacini recalled traveling to New 
York with Soto and about 30 other police 
officers shortly after the Sept. 11, 2001, 
terrorist attacks to assist with search-and- 
rescue efforts. “Pie wore his heart on his 
sleeve,’’ she said. 

The funeral came a day after Jason 
Austin, a 26 -year-old West Side resident, 
was chaiged in the slayings of Soto and 
Romberg. Police said Soto gave a descrip- 
tion of his attackers before losing con- 
sciousness. 

“He died a policeman,” said Kenneth 
Watt, a member of the Praternal Order of 
Police board of directors.

A man who contends he got a 9 -foot 
tapeworm after eating undercooked 
fish is suing a Chicago restaurant, 
in a lawsuit filed Mondav: Anthony 
Franz says he ordered salmon salad 
for lunch from Shawls Crab House 
in 2006 and fell violently ill. 

He later passed the giant parasite, 
which a pathologist determined 
came from undercooked fish, such 
as salmon. 


Franz’s lawsuit seeks $100,000 
from Shaw s and its parent company 
Lettuce Entertain You Enterprises. 

Franz claims the restaurant’s staff 
was negligent in serving him improp- 
erly cooked fish. 

Carrol Symank, vice president of 
food safety for Lettuce Entertain 
You, he says the tapeworm didn’t 
come from Shawls Crab House. 


SYMPTOMS

Oops! TSA blunder delays flights 


A blunder by a federal security officer 
who was inspecting aircraft forced 
American Eagle tf) delay 40 flights 
Tuesday at O’Harc while the planes 
were examined for possible damage, 
airline officials said. 

The Transportation Security 
Administration officer was conduct- 
ing routine checks to make sure that 
planes parked at the airport overnight 
were secure from potential tampering, 
according to the federal security agency 


and American Airlines, which ow ns and 
operates American Eagle. 

But while ensuring that aircraft doors 
were properly locked, the inspector 
either stepped onto or grabbed sensi- 
tive avionics probes mounted on the 
fuselage of nine American Eagle planes, 
officials said. 

^^Tere is a sign that clearly says, 
^Don’t step,”’ said American spokeS“ 
woman Mary Frances Fagan. 

No damage was found on any air- 


craft, but the inspections took up to 
two hours for each plane, according 
to Fagan. 

I'he grounding of that many planes 
caused 40 flights to be delayed for 
American Eagle, a commuter airline 
that operates mostly short flights 
around the Midwest. 

The security agency will retrain 
its inspectors to prevent a future 
recurrence, TSA spokesman Elio 
Montenegro said. 


Dude, where’s 
my car? 


Nicholas Meiers first thought 
his car had been stolen. Why 
else would his Flonda Fit vanish 
from his deeded parking space 
in the middle of the night? 

Before he called police, he 
remembered that when he 
moved into his Albany Park 
condo more than a year ago, 
there were signs posted by 
Lincoln Tbwing Service warn- 
ing that interlopers would be 
towed. 

Meiers was no interloper, but he decided to call the 
towing company Sure enough, his car was there — and 
he’d have to pay $170 to get it hack. 

A worker at the Ravens^\'^oad cow lot told Meiers that 
Lincoln lowing had a contract with his building dating 
back to 1999. She said that to park in his spot, he needed 
to display a special blue sticker on his car’s windshield. 

Meiers told her he had never heard of the contract or 
the need for a sticker. He paid the $170 but called police 
ajid reported his car stolen — by Lincoln Towing, Police 
said they could do nothing. 

So Meiers faxed Lincoln Towing to cancel the 1999 
contract. He filed complaints with the Illinois Commerce 
Commission and the Better Business Bureau. His neigh- 
bor heard his story and e-mailed the Tribune’s problem 
solver, ^‘What’s Your Problem?” 

^'We haven’t parked in our spot [since then] because 
we’re afraid we’re going to get towed again,” Meiers said. 
The Problem Solver called Lincoln Towing on Aug. 12 and 
spoke to a man who identified himself as Fred. Fie took 
down Meiers’ information and promised to look into it. 

Two days later, Lincoln Tbwing responded through 
Aleiers’ online Better Business Bureau complaint, say- 
ing it would refund his money if he called them. Meiers 
called. Fred cook Meiers’ credit card number and on 
Friday Lincoln Towing refunded iMciers his S170.

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Local chefs are snapping up August’s 
best produce, and you can too

Summer^s winding down, but the season’s bounty is just hit- 
ting menus at restaurants around town. Whether you want 
to get your hands on some farm-fresh produce at Green City 
Market (Lincoln Park, 1750 N. Clark St.) or you’d rather 
leave the cooking to a pro, here’s where to turn for some of 
August’s best pickings. 



Sweet corn 

Eat Iti At Shawn McClain^s veg- 
ffjcuscd West Town spot Green 
Zebra (1460 W. Chicago Ave. 312- 
243-7100), chef de cuisine Molly 
Harrison cooks down local sweet 
corn and mascarponc to fill pocket- 
like agnolotti pasta, then tosses the 
pasta with pieces of grilled corn, 
chant relies and blueberries ($14). 
Harrison says the agnolotti, one of 
the larger dishes on Green Zebra’s 
mostly small plates menu, will 
remain through the season, which 
lasts into September. Look for sea- 
sonal changes to some of the other 
ingredients — Harrison might swap 
plums for the blueberries, for exam- 
ple— in the coming weeks. 

Buy It: Harrison^s sweet corn 
comes from Nichols Farm in 
Marengo, 111 ., a family farm that 
prides itself so much on selection 
that it boasts the tagline.^ ‘A^ariety 
is our Specialty,” At Green City 
Market, you can pick up Nichols’ 
sweet corn for vour next barbe-

At West Loop standout Sepia, 
chef Kendal Duque highlights 
Seedling Orchard with a special 
"fruits from the farm” brunch.

Peaches 

Eat It: Carol Wallack, chef- owner 
of North Center’s Asian- and 
Hawaiian-influenced American 
eatery Sola (386 H N. Lincoln Ave. 


773-327-3868), focuses her seasonal 
menu on an August classic. Catch 
Wallack’s peach-inspired prix-fixe 
menu {S30 for three courses) before 
the month is out and you’re in for 
pan-rnasted mahi mahi atop diced 
peaches with soba dumplings, baby 
bok choy and house-made balsamic 
sweet soy syrup. Plan ahead: Sola’s 
prix-fixe menu is only available 
luesday and Wednesday. 

Buy It: Fruit fanatic Peter Klein 
provides Sola with peaches from his 
Seodtlng Orchard in South Haven, 
iMich. "Fhe former restaurant mar- 
keter grows more than 15 varieties 
of peaches in addition to apples, 
pears, plums, nectarines and apri- 
cots on the 8D-plus-acre farm. Stop 
by the Seedling booth at Green City 
Market for a free dried fruit sample 
or to buy stmie peaches of your own 
(S 8/basket, S^/pint, $ 5/quart). 

Heirloom tomatoes 

Eat It: May Street Martcet (1132 W. 
Grand Ave. 31 2-42 1-5 547) buys 


produce exclusively from local 
farmers markets because, as chef 
Alex Cheswick says, “We survive, 
they survive.” through October, 
Cheswick is serving an heirloom 
tomato salad with wild watercress, 
zucchini chutney and a panko- and 
par me san-c rusted fried green toma- 
to (Sio). 

Buy tl: Cheswick gets his toma-

Summer squash 

Eat It: Faced with a pile of squash 
in her kitchen, Susan Goss, execu- 


tive chef and co-owner of homey 
neighborhood spot West Town 
Tavern (1329 W. Chicago Ave. 312- 
666-6175), dreamed up a seasonal 
salad (87,25) featuring shaved sum- 
mer squash — namely zucchini and 
romanesco. Goss mixes the paper- 
thin squash with shaved parme- 
san, lemon and olive oil, then tops 
it with parsley leaves and toasted 
almonds. The salad will be available 
through August. 

Buy it: 1 he bounty on your plate 
at West Town Tavern comes frfjm 
IJeth and Brent Eccles’ Green Acres 
Farm in North Judson, Ind,, which 
sells seven kinds of squash (75 cents 
each; 3 for $2) at Green City Market. 
Not a squash fan? The 155-acre farm, 
founded by Beth’s grandfather, also 
turns out several hundred varieties 
of veggies, including cucumbers, 
eggplants, beets, tomatoes, lettuces 
and herbs.

From the rockin' ^ lovc-me-or-eke liiry 
of Want Blond” to the sunny pop of 
'‘Believe!” to the sex>^ liink of “Late Night 
Rcndez\^ous,” the debut from Chicago quin- 
tet Empires is either refreshingly unpredict- 
able or totally all over the place. But youVe 
got no reason not to give it a listen.

this thing apart. And majdie one chunk will 
get salvaged. One chunk of the song gets 
salvaged and I got to start all over. ... And it 
drives me insane. But iCs rewarding. 1 love 
it.

Cobb's site, which has been around since 
2003, sells more than ijo different kinds of 
reusable grocery bags, because studies have 
shown both paper and plastic take their toll 
on the environment. 

Paper bags, often thought to be the “right" 
choice, actually require 40 percent mt>re ener- 
gy to rnaiiufacrure than plastic bags, accord- 
ing to the US, Environmental PrtJtection 
Agenc}"; they also require 91 percent more 
energy to recycle, pound foi' pound. 

In an effort to soften its enviroiimetiraJ 
footprint, Whole Foods has banned plastic 
bags at all its stores natiomvidc. Whole Foods 
customers must either use the store's paper 
bags or bring their own bags (for which they 
get a 5 cent credit per bag). The no-plastic 
policy has saved an estimated too million 
bags since it was instituted in April, 

Tinder Joe's sells a vitriet>" ol reusable bags 
for less thin $3, Upping the incent we t^:> reuse: 
Customers who use any reusable grocery bag 
at Trader Joe's can enter the store's moiithiy 
lottery to win Sjo worth of free groceries.

Recent research links pace of 
eating, level of satisfaction

Think you need to totally ban certain high far and sug- 
ary foods from your life to avoid unwanted weight gain? 
Not so fast. Maybe it’s not what you're eating but how 
you’re eating. 

Moju’s sage advice to slow down, take smaller bites, 
chew your food and stop gulping has gained even more 
scientific support. A recent diet study conducted at the 
University of Rhode Island found that women consumed 
fewer calories and were more satisfied when they ate 
at a slower pace. Nutrition researchers who reported 
their findings in the Journal of the American Dietetic 
Association theorize the leisurely dining pace gives the 
body’s natural signals of fullness time to kick in. 

Bottom line: By eating more slowly the women ate 70 
calories less and said they enjoyed the meal more. 

Here are some of the other eating habits that may affect 
how much you weigh. 


Five fattest ways to eat 


D Mindless munching 

You can lose track of how 
many you gobbled when you eat 
directly out of a bag of chips or 
package of cookies.

habit if you’re consuming them in 
snack-sized portions. Enjoying a cup 
of creamy cold lemon gelato during 
an afternoon stroll is OK. Wolfing 
down a giant triple scoop bowl of ice 
cream with chocolate and chunks 
of candy on top is not. Same goes 
for chips, cookies and crackers as 
snacks. Choose the lOO-calorie 
packs to keep track and savor them 
slowly.

Maybe what's making you 
gain weight is in your car cup 
holder Watch intake of sodas, pre- 
sweetened teas and fruit-flavored 
beverages, and remember that 
alcoholic beverages pack a caloric 
wallop, too.
